bet on.

In speaking of the matter the 
Cruciuuati Knqttircr thus sizes the pos- 
sibility of the alternates being called 
into the position of I'ltsting a vote in the 
Chicago aouveutiou' 


There is no probability that either of 


the four colored alternates elected at 
Cleveland on Thursday will have a voice 
iu the republican national convention. 
The four white delegates are all cornpar- 
atively young in yearn arid have no cou- 
T 


icuous bodily intirniities. 
About all 


o colored alternates con reasonably 


hope for is to get lieketsto eligible places 
in the convention hall, so that they may 
see their white brethren disporting them- 
selves. There would nave been a little 
more decency in the performance if a 
colored man had been chosen one of the 
electors-at-largo. 


It should also be remembered that a 


great republican leader, General Long- 
street, C. S. A., is at the head of uwhito 
man's party recently organized in Geor- 
gia, the principal plank of whose plat- 
form is that no negro shall hold a posi- 
tion or place in that party.
